It took a lot of student whining coupled 
with a more than $100,000 loss in 1991- 
92, but Sacramento State Food Services 
has finally begun implementing a strategic 
pian of its own, planning to bring better 
—- and hopefully more profitable — food 
choices to university students. 

It's no secret that students pretty much 
hate the food on campus. They view it as 
expensive, unsavory and eat it with little 
to no relish. 

But with the news that a Round Table 
franchise will soon be opening on campus 
in the University Union expansion, there 
may be an all-out campus feeding frenzy 
of sorts. What a concept — food students 
want, and food students actually eat. 

There is a similar phenomenon with the 
campus’ Burger King franchise. Students 
line up to “get it their way,” and unlike the 
traditional Food Services meal, there is no 
plethora of bean sprouts to shovel through 
or a $4 roast beef sandwich of question- 
able parentage to face. 

Yes, it’s unhealthy. Yes, it’s predictable. 
And yes, it’s profitable. 

In all fairness, Food Services has had 
quite a few hurdies to overcome. Many of 
the campus’ buildings are dated and less 
than stylish. Add to this decreasing enroll- 



































University system, Cal Poly, San Luis 
Obispo showed the largest food service 
profit at more than $565,000. Not coinci- 
dentally, they also have a large residential 
population. 

Sacramento State’s decreasing enroll- 
ment has hit residence hal! populations 
particularly hard, and these students eat 
more than just dorm food — they also 
frequent other campus eating establish- 
ments to break the monotony of their 
predictable cafeteria diets. 

It is a little disconcerting, though, that | 
the Round Table franchise will be owned 
by the CSUS Foundation and that it can 
therefore set its own prices, as well as 
Food Services Director Russ Leverenz not | 
wanting to releas2 the opening date for the 
restaurant. 

Given the university's track record with 
profitability of late, too, we hope that the 
training programm Round Table offers | 
franchise employees wil] make sure the 
corporation's marketed, palatable product — | 
reaches student consumers 

And, the good news is that this is just 
the first step in the Food Services’ strate- 
gic plan, which according to Leverenz will 
“more than likely” include a mall-type 
food court in the soon-to-be-expanded 


ment, which has obviously meant fewer union, 
students for them to feed. More choices. More students, More |
